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i Visit to the Mines» 


Damm 

Since our last issue, we have spent a 
eouple of days in the Gregory and adja- 
cent mines. Work is progréssing rapidly 
in the gulch and lead diggings, but great 
inconvenience is experienced for want of 
Water. The season so far has been very 
dry and the snow was insufficient to sup- 
ply the gulches with water for any con- 
siderable time. There is not one fourth 
, the quantity of water now running, that 

there was at this t'me last year. The 
first rain of the season fell on Monday 
evening, but was insufficient to sweil the 
‘current in any of the streams. 

i In Russells gulch work is going on 
_ briskly, from us head down toa point 
half a mile below Pleasant Valley. Be- 
low work has been resumed, this spring, 
on but few claims, and the same remark 
: will apply to the diggings along the north 
fork of Clear creek. from the mouth of 
Russell’s gulch down to its junction with 

the main stream. 

Miners along Russell's gulch are doing 
full as well or better than last year; mak- 
ing from three to twenty dollars per day 
tothe man. In many places they are 
going below what was last year called 
: the bed rock, finding good pay for several 
feet greater depth, until they reach a bed 
i ‘ reck of slate. 

Lake gulch is being opened up in many 
places, and where there is water suffic- 
ient, lead dirt from the Clay Co , Justice, 
and other leads, 1s extensively washed. 
Water 1s however extremely scarce and 
; throughout more than half the length of 

the gulch there is noneatall. The same 
is the case in most of the smal! gulches 
puttiug into Russells. All of them are 
rich, but until water is brought in, their 
yield will be comparatively small. 
Kendall creek gulch sull has a fair sup- 
ply of water and is worked nearly through- 
out ns whole length, with good results 
Some fine specimens have recently been 
found; among them, one of $25 ın value, 
and another—picked up on Thursday 
“morning last by Mr. J. E. Leeper and 
kindly presented to us—is malleable iron 
and quartz, with fine threads of capillary 
gold spreading over its surface and pen- 
etrating it on every side. Its weight is 
‘ about six penny-weights. 

A large number of men are at work 
in Spring gulch, and Nevada and Eureka 
gulches are opened up throughout their 
entire lengths. 

The Patch diggings are generally 
abañdoned until water becomes plentier, ! 
not because they do not pay, Lut because 
there 1s no water to be had even if ihe 
dirt 13 hauled a mile or two. 

Work on the leads is progressing stead- 
ily and immense heaps of quartz is already 
out, ready for crushing. 

The quartz mills are doing good busi- 
ness, bat their ability to produce gold ıs 
but as a drop in the bucket, in comparison 
with the wants and demands cf the coun- 
try. The Clark and Vandevanter mirl— 
now owned by Alexander & Co, is the 
best yet in operation. Its capacity is 
eight horse power, driving six stamps, 

and yielding an average of $275, per 
day, but we believe it does not save one- 
half the gold passing through it; an opin- 
ton concurred in by most of the experi- 
enced miners with whom we have con- 
versed. ` i 

A short distance above is the Coleman 
& Leferer ml! an4 stil farther up the 
Eureka gulch is the old Prosser mill. 
This last is a rude concern; only one re- 
move from the old spanish rastra, but we 
were told is making money rapidly 
Seven steam mills have already reached 
f - Nevada gulch. Five of them are set up 
and willin a few days commence opera- 
ions. Three mills are going up in Lake 
guich, and two more are expected to ar- 
rive soon. We also noticed one at Greg- 
ory’s point ready to set up, and on our 
way out met two others going in. Alto- 
gether some fifteen steam mills will be in 
running order within twenty days. 

On Clear -creek below Mountain City 
are several water power mills that are 
doing fine business. One of them be- 
longing to J. H. Gregory and recently 

: erected is making about $200 per day, 
r running six stamps and tended by one 
man. It is arranged for nine stamps and 
the power is amply sufficient for twice 
that number. The whole mill as ıt now 
stands certainly did not cost over one thou- 
sand dollars. Near by, is another mill 
of same description going up, and will 
begin running in a week or ten days. 
There are also a number of rastas in op- 
eration along the creek, driven by water 
power and apparentiy domg fair work. 
They are driven by a water wheel, on 
k vertical shaft; to the arms of which 
“large rocks ere attached by short chains,

rim and stone floor; in which the quartz 
tock is deposited and kept wet to the con- 
sistency of brick mortar by a stream of 
water conducted through a small spout 
passing over the rim of the wheel. These 
mils do much more work than would be 
supposed on first sight, and being atten- 
ded witk very httle expense, are exceed- 
ingly profitable. 

Altogether the prospects are very flat- 
tering throughout the Mountain City min- 
ing district, foran immense yield of gold ; 
but some time must yet elapse for the “in- 
troduction of water and machinery, before 
the present yield is much augmented, and 
until then actual! and immediately pro- 
ductive operations must be confined to the 
guiches and a few leads where “water is 
convenient. 

The Consolidated Ditch is nearly com- 
pleted, and, we are assured will be ready 
for the water throughout its whole length 
in the latter part of this month. Tts total 
length of main trunk is over thirteen 
miles, and it will supply all the mines be- 
tween Kendall creek and Russell gulch, 
from the head of the latter down to its 
mouth. ,”

The refusal of the lower House of 
Congress to pass the bill for the forma- 
tion of a Territorial government in your 
region did not take the knowing ones by 
surprise. In Washington, it was well

Territories atthe present stage of the 
slavery question. Let the people of your 
country remember, that nearly the entre 
Democratic vote and that of the Southern 
Know-Nothings was cast against the 
proposition, to put an end to the perilous 
anarchy, that has inconvenienced them 
so indescribably.
